heard a review of some key federal legislation. We were 
fortunate to have Steve Young, Director of the Care and Treatment 
Unit of the Division of AIDS Prevention and Control, share with 
us some insights into the progress we've made in the last three 
to four years. «He also briefly reviewed some recent federal 
initiatives including the C.A.R.E. Act (comprehensive AIDS Relief 
Emergency Act), the Americans with Disabilities Act and 
legislation introduced by Cong. Waxman which, if enacted, might 
have long range effects on funding of services. 

Ron Weiss, AIDS Counselor form the East Orange Health 
Department, prepared a brief report on the national conference he 
a ed in Baltimore. Sponsored by Johns Hopkins University, it 
featured presenters from the International, as well as the 
National scene. Among the many issues discussed at workshops and 
symposia, were clinical treatment of AZT, other drug therapies, 
delivery of health care, prevention and education, HIV risk for 
clinicians and health care workers, citizen advocacy for public 
health, discrimination and societal attitudes, general trends and: 
immunology. 

One of the statistics he shared with us was that the 

ercentage of patients admitted to emergency rooms who tested 
———In addition to these two presentations, discussion centered 
on the role of the network in providing a forum for information 
sharing and community input for future planning and funding 
decisions, at all levels of government. 

To this end, Richard Powell, Newark AIDS Coordinator shared 
with us a basic framework for developing a community consensus 
around HIV/AIDS. This document is enclosed with the minutes. At 
the June 6 ECAN meeting, we plan to devote time to: a) 
discussion/defining/identifying goals and objectives of the 
Network; b) future planning and advisory role; c) enhancing

other HIV/AIDS groups which are forming.
